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DONA, Military To Consider Other Land For Use

The Michigan State Department of Mili- 
tary Affairs has elected to withdraw its re- 
quest to use 21 sections of land in Crawford 
County this summer. 

According to the Detroit Free Press in an 
article Tuesday, quoting Maj. Gen. Vernon 
Andrews, Michigan Adjutant General, he 
said that there simply is not enough time to 
negotiate with the DNR for the use of alter-

nate sections of land. He is quoted as saying 
that the guard will seek land in Otsego and 
Kalkaska Counties to conduct the exercises.

County Escapes Big 
Forest Fire... So Far

Crawford County had six small forest or 
grass fires last week (May 3-10) and all 
were kept under a half acre. The DNR dis- 
trict office in Mio said Crawford County is 
faring the best among counties in the region 
at getting fire-fighting equipment to the 
scene quickly and controlling the fires. 

“We've had very good co-operation,” said 
veteran DNR firefighter Duane Brooks 
from the Grayling field office. ‘‘People are 
calling in the fires right away and the local 
fire departments are also responding 
quickly.” 

Brooks said on high fire danger days he 
places DNR fire fighting equipment and 
personnel throughout the county to cut down 


_on response time instead of keeping all units 
at one place at the field office. 


“We had a unit parked at the corner of 
North Down and McMasters Bridge road on 
a high danger day and we had a fire only 
four miles away,” said Brooks. ‘“‘We were 
able to get to the fire and keep it small. We 


Saved about 20 miles in response time.”’ 


On Monday afternoon, May 11th, Brooks 


said the high wind had already created dry 
conditions despite some rain over the week- 
end. He said the rain wasn’t heavy enough 
and just gave some people the wrong im- 
pression that it was safe to burn. 

Over the weekend the DNR responded to 
three fires that were started by residents 
trying to burn tent caterpillars out of trees. 
The DNR is asking people to not burn the 
caterpillars out during these high danger 
days (see related article page 1). 


Besides fighting fires in Crawford County, 
DNR personnel from the Grayling office 
were in Oscoda, Ogemaw, Otsego, and Al- 
cona counties battling blazes over the week- 
end. In Ogemaw County, one fire destroyed 
1,913 acres and several structures. 

No burning is allowed without a permit 
from the DNR field office. Permits may be 
obtained by calling 348-6371. 

‘Crawford County was also fortunate last 
week when high winds knocked a power line 
down in a wetland area. Sheriff deputies 
said if the power line had gone in a dry area, 
it could have caused a large fire. 


DNR Offers Advice 
Qn Tent Caterpillars

Spring is the time for insects to emerge 
from their eggs and, consequently, raise 
many concerns as to the damages they in- 
flict upon our vegetation. 


This year there seems to be a large popu- 
lation of the eastern tent caterpillar 
(Malacosoma americana). The caterpillars 
hatch during the first warm spell in spring 
and construct a silky tent in the crotches of 
trees. Favored trees of the eastern tent 
caterpillar include cherry and apple, how- 
ever they are also found on plum, peach, 
hawthorne and pear trees. The caterpillars, 
when full grown, measure 2-242” and are 
deep black in color with a white stripe down 
the back, along with blue spots and brown- 
ish markings along each side. This larval 
stage lasts about six weeks and in ae 


June, they form cocoons and emerge as 
moths about two weeks later. 

Even though the eastern tent caterpillar 
may completely defoliate a tree, they rarely 
kill it. There are several bacterial and 
chemical controls available. The bacterial 
controls are suggested over chemical con- 
trols for reasons of effectiveness, Dipel and 
Thuricide are bacterial insecticides and 
Should be sprayed on the foliage as it needs: 
to be injested to kill the insect. Sevin, a 
chemical, is a contact insecticide as well as 
a stomach poison, and can be sprayed either 
on the nest or the foliage, the latter being 
most effective. All controls are readily 
available. Do not burn the nests as it may 
cause grass or forest fires.

was questioned about how the guard would 
use the*land. He said it would be used as a 
quiet bivouac area. 

Andrews was also quoted in the Free 
Press as saying, ‘“‘Most of the people up 
there love us, but three of four percent who 
don’t, make the most noise.” He said, 
“We've been doing everything we can to be 
good neighbors. We’ve brought a lot of 
dollars into the local economy. There are 
times when soldiers leave a mess or a tank 
runs over a tree that it shouldn’t have. But 
we always return property in better condi- 
tion than when we got it.”’ 

Nine sections of land of an additional 21 
sections requested were ruled out for 
military use this summer because they con- 
tain the restricted trespass area reserved 
for Kirtland’s warblers. The sections ruled 
out because of the warbler are 13, 14, 15, 22, 
23, 24, 27, 28 and 29 in Township 26 North, 
Range 3 West. 

Permission by the Department of Natural 
Resources to use the remaining 12 sections 
was held up pending a meeting between 
Michigan Assistant Adjutant General 


Jerome Mathieu and: DNR Regional Chief 
John MacGregor on May 18. 

At a community meeting last week, 
General Mathieu said that the DNR would | 
select other sections for use than the ones 
originally requested. 

MacGregor said in a conversation on the 
day following the community meeting that 
he would not comment on any possible re- 
sults of his meeting with the general. He 
said that he was certain something could be 
worked out satisfactorily with the military. 


MacGregor explained that he understands 
the concerns of the people in Crawford 
County. He said ‘‘I will help the military but 
with the best interests of the people of Craw- 
ford County in mind.” 

During the community meeting Gen. 
Mathieu said that the 12 sections had been 
used in previous years without raising any 
concern from local citizens. Lt. Col. Edgar 
Wilkins, director of engineering and facili- 
ties at Camp Grayling, said that the nine 
sections ruled out for use are the only ones 
that have never before been requested. 


Petition Seeks Limits 
On Camp Grayling 


A petition seeking limits on Camp Gray- 
ling expansion received a hundred signa- 
tures the first day it was circulated i in Craw- 
ford County. 

The petition also asks for restrictions on 
helicopter and aircraft maneuvers over pri- 
vate lands and reasonable limits on night- 
time firing. 

In addition to these goals, the petition asks 
the Michigan legislature to enact special 
legislation to provide a 50 percent property 
tax reduction for all areas affected by Carnp 
Grayling noise pollution or other Camp 
Grayling problems. Any local tax revenue. 
loss through this special legislation is to be 
reimbursed by the state or federal govern- 
ment or from user fees paid to Camp Gray- 
ling, the petition requests. 

The petition was passed out by Don Wei- 
ser, of Grayling, at a community forum held 
last Wednesday night by the military. “7’m 
not proposing to get rid of the guard,” Wel- 
ser said at the public hearing. ‘‘I just believe 
that enough is enough and it’s time the 
guard was more sympathetic and responsi- 
ble to the people of Crawford County.”’ 

‘‘A couple of business people also said that 
I shouldn’t antagonize the military because 
we need their money,” Welser said. ‘“To me, 
this is strictly selfish and I don’t think we 
should be selling out the peaceful enjoyment 
of our community for a few more dollars...”’ 

Welser said our neighboring communities 
such as Gaylord get along fine without the 
guard and they don’t have as much to offer 
tourists, retirees, and sportsmen ‘as Craw- 
ford County does. 2s 

Welser, who served three years ‘in the 
military including 18 months in Korea, said 
he moved to Crawford County 24 years ago 
because it was peaceful most of the year 
then. — 

“Tam now concerned because more and 
more numbers of guardsmen from more 
and more states are coming here to Gray- 
ling to train, with talk and speculation of 
year-round training, firing, and disruptive 
aircraft noise. It was acceptable when we 
knew they were coming in June and would 
be gone in August — but to have to put up 
with the noise pollution year-round is almost 
anintolerable thought.” 

Welser also questioned why the DNR 
doesn’t treat military and private lands the 
same. 

“The DNR doesn’t seem to care what the 
military does to the environment. The peo- 
ple on the water can’t even cut a tree, but 
the military can bomb them, run tanks over 
them, and any that survive are burned. The 
people must get permits and follow all kinds 
of rules and regulations before even build- 


ing a woodshed, but the military can con- 
struct building after building without any 
approval. Is this justice? If the laws are 
good for the people, why aren’t they good 
enough for the military?”’ 

Welser concluded by saying “‘no where in 
the state do the residents have to put up with 
the disturbances, pollution, and intrusions 
‘that the residents of Crawford County have 
to endure, and for those reasons I believe 
that the people of this county should at least 
be reimbursed for these unparalled inva- 
sions through reduced property taxes with 
all loss of local taxes being made up by the 
federal, state, and military. The logic being 
that all the people within the state and other 
states training here are supposedly benefit- 
ting from the military training held here, 
therefore all should share in the burden of 
its financial support.”’ 

The entire petition reads: 

We, the undersigned residents and tax- 
payers of the state of Michigan, acting un- 
der authorization of Article 1, Section 3 of 
the Michigan Constitution (which states 
“The people have the right peaceable to 
assemble, to consult for the common good, 
to instruct their representatives and to peti- 
tion the government for redress of grie- 
vances.) do therefore petition the State 
Legislature to enact laws limiting further 
expansion of Camp Grayling lands and 
limiting helicopter and aircraft maneuvers 
over private lands and night-time range 
firing so as to provide a reasonably quiet, 
and healthful community for all residents, 
taxpayers, and visitors. 

We believe because all persons of this 
state and the United States are benefactors 
of the military training and encampments 
at Camp Grayling that the Michigan Legis- 
lature should enact special legislation pro- 
viding for a 50 percent property tax reduc- 
tion for all areas affected by Camp Grayling 
noise pollution and other detrimental effects 
caused by Camp Grayling training. All loss 
of local tax revenues through this special 
legislation are to be reimbursed by the state 
and federal governments or from user fees 
paid to Camp Grayling. We believe that 
without these restraints on Camp Grayling 
we are, without compensation, being unjust- 
ly deprived of our use and enjoyment of our 
properties and the pursuit of health and 
happiness as guaranteed under the Bill of 
Rights. 

Welser is leading the petition drive to col- 
lect as many signatures as possible by July 
4th, 1987,

Additional Land Use, 
Low-Level Flying 
Fiead Compiaint List

The military interferes with the basic 
functions of townships such as zoning of 
compatible and noncompatible uses of prop- 
erty, said Douglas Dosson, attorney for the 
Crawford County Township Supervisors 
Association, at the recent Michigan Nation- 
al Guard Community Forum. He stated the 
case of the supervisors in opposing the use 
of additional property by the military. He 
pointed out that zoning and planning, pro- 
tection of the environment, passing ordi- 
nances to protect property values and pro- 
tecting the health and welfare of the resi- 
dents was difficult because of the military in 


_the county. 


Dosson concluded his remarks on the land 
use question by stating that the supervisors 
would continue to express opposition by 
other means including contact with the 
governor and elected representatives. 

The additional land use appeared to be the 
most argued issue during a three hour ses- 
sion held by the military to answer residents 
questions and complaints. 

Low flying aircraft was pointed out as 
another major complaint by citizens with 
one person claiming that their land was in- 
tentionally “dive bombed” in an effort to 
scare the animal life. Dave Karpicki said 
that helicopters were flying over residences

near the airport at an altitude of 150 feet 
rather than the prescribed 500 feet. 

Major Joe Meredith, airport officer, said 
that all helicopter pilots are briefed about 
the altitude and that he is anxious to hear 
from citizens about violations. He asked 
that time, date, and location be supplied be- 
cause records would then indicate who the 
pilot was. General Jerome Mathieu, asiss- 
tant adjutant general, said that he would 
check into the winged aircraft zooming low 
over farms. 

A Maple Forest resident said that he had 
pictures of kids getting. off school buses 
within 50 to 60 feet of explosives, Major 
Meredith said that the area was originally 
planned as a refuel and rearm location but it 
was not deemed Safe and so is no longer 
used. ue 

Karpicki also commented about guards- 
men dressed in civilian clothes, driving mil- 
itary vehicles which they parked in front of 
taverns while the personnel were inside 
drinking. Gen. Mathieu pointed out that it is 
permissible for a soldier a distance away 
from his home and without transportation to 
use a military vehicle for recreational pur- 
poses. He said that the Michigan National 
Guard frowns on the use but that it is prac- 
ticed by guard from other states. 

Tom Brooks questioned the weapons 
firing that has taken place at the airport in 
past years. He said that he had written to 


Col. Richard Schmidt, Camp Grayling Com-_ 


mander, about the matter and was assured 
that every effort would be made to stop the 
practice. Major Meredith commented that 
the practice will stop now that the new re- 
fueling and rearming locations have been 
established at various locations on military 
property. 

In answer to a question about the status of 
Hanson Hills Recreation Area, Gen. 
Mathieu said that the State Military Board 


has persons on it who remember the finan- 
cial crisis on the old Bear Mountain opera- 
tion. They are very reluctant to grant an ex- 
tension to the lease requested by the Gray- 
ling Recreation Authority. The present 
lease expires in 1991, he explained, and the 
authority has requested a longer lease 
because organizations who could provide 
grants will not do so if the lease is only short 
term. 


Many other complaints such as those 
about trash dumping, convoys parked in 
front of homes and polluting them with 
diesel fumes and beer cans in yards were 
aired. Those that could be solved by tighter 
local military control were promised as 
ones that would be corrected if possible. 
Mathieu pointed out, however that each city 
has its violators just as does the military. He 
observed that Col. Schmidt and his camp 
personnel can not be everywhere at the 
same time. 


In a surprising revelation related to land 
use, Col. Wilkins said that the military is 
asking for a land trade with the DNR to pro- 
tect additional Kirtland’s warbler nesting 
sites. He explained that some of the land 
now leased on a 20 year basis from the DNR 
at the eastern edge of the military boundary 
has been found to contain the warblers. 

The sections for exchange that have been 
requested are in Kalkaska County just east 
of the Crawford County line and north of M- 
72, Wilkins pointed out. MacGregor, when 
asked about the exchange, said that it is 
being considered. He emphasized that the 
request is for an exchange of land and not 
summer use as with the other lands. He said 
that the proposal is recent and when all of 
the particulars become available he will 


provide all of the details.

Never mind 
that the objections centered on words ut- 
tered six years ago, and that Mr. Wallace’s 
record both before and since the incident 
apparently is unsullied by examples of overt 
racism. The protesters still protested, and 
they received a lot of attention.

ACCORDING TO a Detroit Free Press 
report, the objectionable incident occurred 
six years ago when Mr. Wallace was inter- 
viewing officers of a savings and loan 
association accused of duping poor people, 
including blacks and Hispanics, into signing 
contracts putting up their houses as 
collateral. 

The savings and loan officials admitted 
the contracts were difficult to read, The 
Free Press continued, and Wallace — 
unaware that a CBS film crew was still 
taping — said: 

“You bet...they’re hard te read if you’re 
reading from over watermelons and tacos.”

BUT CONSIDER a couple of facts: 

At the commencement address, 5,700 
heard Mike Wallace’s address, and (accord- 
ing to The Detroit News report) gave him a 
standing ovation. 

What about the protesters? The Detroit 
News reported that about 30 persons attend- 
ed a precommencement anti-Wallace rally, 
and about 12 graduating students turned 
their backs on Wallace as he gave his com- 
mencement address. 

Consider the proportions: 5,700 students 
gave Mike Wallace a standing, ovation, 
while only 30 attending a protest rally, and 
only 12 graduates actually demonstrated. 

The nature of news is controversy. The 
old axiom says that if dog bites man, that’s 


not news; but if man bites dog, then that’s © 


news. So the 12 graduating U-M seniors 
made more news with their protest than the 
5,700 did with their cheers. History likely 
will recall the 12, not the 5,700.

NO IT’S NOT fair. But—as another CBS 
newsperson, Walter Cronkite, used to say: 
That’s the way it is. 

Most individuals or groups with ‘‘a cause” 
understand this aspect of public infor- 
mation. They know that the way to get at- 
tention for their viewpoints is to create con- 
troversy...to get a man to bite a dog, so to 
speak. 

And they practice the art of publicity with 
a vengeance. We have all heard stories 
about protests and picket lines and demon- 
strations that begin just as soon as the 
television cameras arrive on the scene — 
and end just as soon as the cameras leave. 
In many cases, that’s true. 

Next time you read about a protest move- 
ment of any sort, remember Mike Wallace 
and the question of proportions.

A survey of six Great 
Lakes states showed that 
travel per mile on 
Michigan’s state highways is 
nearly 55 percent higher 
than the average on Illinois, 
Indiana, Minnesota, Ohio 
and Wisconsin roads. 

At the same _ time, 
however, Michgian spent 


$4,176 per mile for state 
highway improvements, 
nearly $2,000 less than the 
six-state average according 
to the transportation resear- 
ch report. 

The TRIP report further 
noted Michigan spends less 
per capita improving state 
roads~—$31.05 compared to 
the regional average of 
$42.05; the average’ vehicle 
fuel usage has declined 
nearly 10 percent in the past 
five years; and other Great 
Lakes states use fees and 
taxes not imposed .in 
Michigan, such as local op- 
tion gas and sales taxes in 
Illinois and Ohio, an excise 
tax in Indiana and Min- 
nesota and a weight-distance 
tax in Ohio.

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Mercy Hospital Grows To Treat 24,000 Persons 


In the beginning health services in Grayling were render- 
ed over Mac and Gidley’s Drug Store in rooms devoid of con- 
veniences...then came Rasmus Hanson. 

“Hanson”’ is a familiar name around Grayling. At one 
time Mr. Hanson must have owned most of the property in 
the Grayling area. 

It was he in July of 1910 who called a committee together 
to discuss the health needs of this community. The commit- 
tee consisted of the Rev. John Riess, Dr. Stanley Insley, 
Marius Hanson, and of course, Rasmus Hanson. 

Plans for a hospital were drawn up. It was to stand as a 
monument erected by the lumbermen of northern Michigan. 
‘And they, the lumbermen, were very generous. 

In August 1910, ground was broken. The 5-acre site on 
North McClellan Street was donated by Misters R. Hanson, 
O. Palmer, and C.W. Ward. 

In April 1911, the 20-bed hospital was completed and 
ready to open. The total cost was $25,000. 

it was the intention of the original board of trustees to 
turn the facility over to the Sisters of Mercy. They had heard 
of the wonderful work being done by the Sisters and were 
familiar with their other hospitals. The board first contacted 
Mother Mary Gertrude, superior of the Sisters, at their 
headquarters in the Big Rapids Hospital. Shortly thereafter, 
three Sisters were sent to Grayling: Sr. Mary Philip Fitz- 
gerald, Sr. Mary Veronia Connell and Sr. Mary Claver Bis- 
chofé. 


The deed to the property was transferred to the Sisters. 


immediately. Grayling Mercy Hospital has never had any 
administrators other than the Sisters. It was on May 16, 1911, 
the hospital was incorporated under Michigan ldw and 
dedicated ‘‘to God and His people.”’ 

The hospital was a bare building with rough, plastered 
walls, undraped windows and hardly enough furniture for the 
two wards and six private rooms. Kerosene lamps were the 
only lights. When electricity was eventually installed, it was 
available only from 7 to 9 a.m. on Wednesdays and Satur- 
days. The hospital had no ice. Later some was cut from the 
swamp and transferred after dark to a locked flour barrel in 
the hospital. 

The Sisters slept in the attic. It was hot in the summer 
and cold in the winter. However, they fashioned a living 
‘room from a cool, windowless room in the basement. 


Milk and butter could not be purchased so the Sisters 
resourcefully persuaded the owners of the local lumber | 


camps to provide them with dairy cattle in exchange for 
health care at the hospital. Later, a local farmer started a 


Sisters had done it all. 
painted. 

* 1915: Laundry improvements and an underground fuel 
room was built. A cross was erected atop the building, por- 
ches were screened in and an ambulance was purchased. 

Still most of the patients came by horse and buggy in the 
summer and by bobsled in the winter. 

Between 1920 and 1927, a laboratory was added as well as 
an electric lamp for the well. An electric hospital sign was 
added to the front. 

* 1927-1931: 
floor in O.R., some new furnishings and the building was 
repainted inside and out. Other additions between these 
years included two Frigidaires, an oil furnace, an electric 
range, trellisses and flower gardens. 

Until 1932, patients were physically carried up and down 
the stairs. That year an elevator was added—this meant real 
progress. The elevator was donated by a Chicago man who 
had received it from a New York woman who summered in 
Grayling. 

About this time CCC camps were established and a 
private hospital in Gaylord closed. All of this overtaxed the 
Grayling hospital. Not long afterwards the beautiful 
Graham home on Penninsular Avenue was given to the 
hospital as a home for the Sisters and nurses. The third floor 
of the hospital could not be used entirely for patients. The 
hospital then had a capacity for 50 patients. 

By 1950, even more crowding forced a drive to acquire 
funds for a new hospital. It would have to be on another site, 
however. The fund drive began in July 1983. 


Also, the interior and exterior were

The grounds of the hospital were littered with rubbish § 


and heaps of sand from the construction. The Sisters could 
not get grass or trees to grow. Gradually, after a great deal

From that time on things began to improve: 

* 1912: The kitchen was enlarged. 

* 1913: X-ray equipment was purchased making it 
possible tu repair bones on site. 

* 1914: Two nurses were graduated—until that time the

The present location on Michigan Avenue was obtained 
for the new hospital, close to the AuSable River. The new 
building was completed in 1958 and blessed and dedicated in 
July ofthesame year, _ 

Ten years later, the 40-bed extended care facility now 
called Mercy Manor was begun and completed in two years. 

In 1981, construction was completed on the newest por- 
tion of the hospital which brought Mercy Hospital to a 90-bed 
acute care hospital and connected it with the 40-bed extended 
care unit. This project was completed at a cost of ap- 
proximately $10 million. Over $500,000 was raised through 
donations from the community for the construction. 


Since the date that the addition was added, many new 
services have been initiated. Many programs and personnel 
are now shared with the Mercy Hospital in Cadillac as 
several managers are serving both facilities and laundry is 
handled by Cadillac. 

The hospital sponsors the domestic violence center call- 
ed River House and in October of 1986 opened the Child Care 
Center. Recently the hospital has had notification that an ap- 
plication has been approved for a device called the Coaxial 
Tomography Scanner. 

The scanner is a doughnut shaped device which encircles 
the patient and utilizing advanced x-ray technology, provides 
a vivid image of the body’s interior including the brain. The

use of a mobile labratory. A special enclosed ramp and door 
will be constructed to a parking pad so that a patient will not 
be required to leave the hospital to be examined.
